Bt. Loula, June 1.—Every rallrc/ad en- 


ftXTing this storm-stricken city ran ex- 
cursion trains yesterday. They brought 
thousands of people to view the devas- 
tation and ruin wrought by the storm. 
The streets of the ruined district were 
ttronged with visitors all day. They 
rame from almost every town and city 
Jvlthln a radius of 300 miles, and nearly 
all day a cold, drizzling rain Ml. 
Lowering, dubious clouds covered the 
Eky, and a more dismal scene than the 
ruined portion of the city presented 
could 
scarcely 
be Imagined. 
And 


through the crowded streets all day 
long came funeral processions. Nearly 
100 burial permits were Issued yesterday 
by the health deportment, and every 
hearse In the city was kept In constant 
use. 
At early dawn people began to 


crowd into the morgue. Many camo In 
search of friends, but for the most part, 
people who visited them ware drawn by 
a morbid desire to see the mangled 
corpses of tha unfortunate victims of 
the tornado. All day lone; the officers 
on duty were busy keeping the people 
moving in line In and out of the viewing 
room of the morgue.- Every few min- 
utes some one would think they had dis- 
covered some one whom they knew 
among the bodies exposed to view. 
- Superintendent Mack of the morgue 
liad a trying- time In answering ques- 
tions In regard to the bodies and taking 
names and descriptions of persons who 
have not been seen by their friends slncn 
the storm. 
There were people there 


from .points In all directions, far and 
near, Chicago. Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Indianapolis, Kansas City and scores of 
smaller places being represented. 


A dispatch from Seneca says that the 


district o:.' the flood disaster of Satur- 
day presents a picture of desolation to- 
day. 
Cherokee avenue, the principal 


business street, Is divided In two sec-

OVER 13BO KILLED GRAVES OFUREAT HEROES 


At the Free Food Fete'at 


Moscow, 


JOY IS TTJEWED

Scramble For Souvenirs Ends

Moscow, June 1.—A terrlb!., panic re- 


sulting from the great crush of people at 
the popular feast here Saturday,In honer 
of tb.8 coronation of the czar, caused the 


THE 
'r^mpllne to death of many people. So 
much interest w^s taken in the open air 
banquet that thousands reached the 
grounds Friday evening and camped 
there or In Its Immediate vlclnty during 
the night. In order to be certain of obr 
talnlng good positions. The police did 
everything possible to keep back the 
crowd, but suddenly the masses, con- 
trolled by some Inexplicable impulse and 
Impatient to get food, pressed forward, 
swept everything before them, over- 
turned tables and benches, as 1( made of 
grass, trampling hundreds under foot 
tncl crushing the life out of a great num- 
ber of people. 


The disaster is constantly gaining In 


proportion as the Investlgatons by the 
authorities continue. These are made 
under dldluultles, us the recovery of the 
victims was conducted by hundreds at 
volunteers, and many were carried away 
before they were enumerated. Many 
additional deaths of the Injured who 
were carried away are occurring, which 
are only added to the enumeration arter 
some time. '• 


It Is now said that the fatalities will , 


amount to between 2000 and 3000. but it j 
Is Impossible yet to ascertain accurately ' 
the extent of .the disaster. An official! 
statement places the number of dead re- j 
covered atw!336, and the seriously or 
fatally Injured at 286. But, in contrast 
v/lth this official statement, there are 
1282 corpses lying at the cemetery, be- 
sides the many dead and dying that are 
known to have been removed from the 
ill-fated Held by friends. 


Saturday 
evening, after receiving 


deputations, the czar and czarina at- 
tended and danced at the brilliant ball 
at the French embassy. Preparations 
had been made on a most elaborate 
scale for this ball, and it Is asserted 
that $70.000 was expended on the supper 
alone, rare viands and delicious fruits 
and vegetables being brought from the 
rnost distant climes 
to add .to the 


delights of the feast, -while Francs fur- 
nished the costliest and most elepant 
fabrics and furniture to set off the 
beauties of the palace Where the em- 
bassy' Is lodged. While the dance 
within the French embassy continued 
amid all the accompaniments of luxury 
and gaiety, disconsolate friends and rel- 
atives wandered over the desodate plain 
among the dead and suffering dying, 
looking, of ten in vain, for their missing-. 


All day yesterday the full force of po- 


lice and firemen worked among the dead, 
pulling bodies from the heaps of the 
killed and Injured and ranging them on 
the ground, which was covered for hun- 
dreds of "yards with groups of 10 and 20 
begrimed, blood-stained and disfigured 
corpses, among which the agonized 
friends of the missing wandered in pain- 
ful effort to identify them. The injured 
who were mixed with the dead, suffered 
terribly from thirst and the fever of their 
unattended injuries. 


The forces at work on the plain dis- 


covered the mouth of a disused well in 
the middle of the field, the plank cover- 
Ing of which had given away in the mad 
rush. In the well there were 30 dead 
bodies, mid wedged in among them and 
held down by their weight were found 
two men, alive and comparatively un- 
injured. But the terror and the hideous 
surroundings of the night had proved 
too great a strain on their minds, and 
they were raving maniacs. There are 
countless Incidents of special pathos, 
one case being that of a party of 55 hum- 
ble peasants who had come together 
from a single village for the merry-mak- 
ing at the czar's feast Of this party 53 
were killed . 


Various versions as to the origin of the 


stampede and crush are current, but the 
account to which the most credence Is 
attached Is to the effect that the wagons 
laden with the 500,000 souvenirs, which 
were to be distributed among the people, 
were proceeding to the Khodlnskojs 
plain, followed by a multitude of eager 
peasants, when the attendants, with a 
view to pleasing the people.threw a, num- 
ber of the souvenirs among the crowd. 
There was s. wild scramble toward the 
point where they fell, and the news 
spread like wildfire up and down th3 
throngs of peauantu-that the distribution 
had commenced. 
This resulted In a 


har»lbng", pellmell rush for the booths, 
wh're the distribution was to havo-been 
made later. The arrangements which

I-Iydo'3 resolution, which is UlenllccU with 
the resolution offered by me in tho sen- 
ate, that la now held up In the committee 
on foreign relations, congress will prob- 
ably disperse before further action is 
possible. That responsibility will doubl- 
IOES hasten the dispersion of some sen- 
itova. 


"Congress has practically ceased to bo 


a factor In the fovernment. except In the 
c-ase of a veto, ivhon the constitution per- 
mits il to act finally by a two-thirds vote. 
Even this function Is denied when It Is 
applied to our foreign political relations. 


EEHATOR JOIIS T. MOHGAiJ. 


"For a, government \vlth three co-ordi- 


nate departments, of which we boast, we 
are making a strange and rapid move-, 
ment toward re-establishing the royal 
prerogative—the hands oC our executive 
as an uncontrollable power. If any Brit-' 
Ish constitutional power was destroyed 
in America by the revolution of 1776, it 
was the prerogative of the crown. It 
the president, acting alone, can substi- 
tute the entire body of the laws of war 
for the laws of peace -which now govern 
our relations with Cuba, and if he can 
make this total revolution ot our. legal 
status, as citizens and as a nation, bind- 
ing upon us by his proclamation, It Is in 
vain that ive abolished the royal pre- 
rogative [n our federal constitution. If 
the president, without the concurrence 
of congress, should proclaim that war 
c-xlsts In Cuba, and that the United 
States assumes the attitude of a neutral 
power toward the recognized belliger- 
ents, under the laws of nations, he would 
usurp a power of the most dangerous 
character. In the moment of their en- 
thusiasm for a decree that would be so 
Just and so humane, the people would 
forgive the usurpation, but the shock It 
would give to our free government would 
load to great disaster. In the present 
state of political agitation In the coun- 
try, it is dangerously apparent that z. 
declaration 
of war 
with Spain, or 


a declaration ot the existence ol a state 
of war in Cuba, made on the sole author- 
ity of the president, would create a fever 
of excitement In the country that would, 
remove nil other questions now under 
anxious discussion from the minds of the 
people, and would control the presi- 
dential election near at hand. 


"I am (Irmly convinced that the presi- 


dent will -not venture on so dangerous a 
course whc-n congress disperses, leaving 
cur relations to this subject In their 
present equivocal situation... Spain will 
te at liberty, so far as our government 
is concerned, to pursue Its accustomed 
tourse of summary destruction of the 
richts, property arid lives of our people. 


"War exists In Cuba, and the whole 


world knows It, and, while Spain admits 
Its existence In every act, but" denies It 
on paper and In a diplomatic way, our 
government and people are required to 
endorse this falsehood and to admit 
that peace prevails In that Island. They 
punish* our people for treason, Insurrec- 
tion and piracy with the death penalty 
tecause they are charged with disturb- 
ing the peace, and break the laws that 
fire intended to preserve the peace tn 
Cuba, while peace does not exist.In the. 
Island, To make the case still more ob- 
noxious to reason and public Justice, 
Spain violates, her treaties with the 
United States by forcing our citizens to 
trial for these offenses before military 
tribunals, organized to convict, and de- 
prive them of defense by counsel and of 
the right to summon witnesses In their 
behalf In this alleged time of peace. If 
the government of the United States 
should declare that a state of war ex- 
ists In Cuba, It would use the only means 
that Is legally possible to prevent Spain 
from this Insulting conduct, unless we 
declare war and light It out. 


"After the almost unanimous declara- 


tions of both houses of congress that 
belligerent rights should be accorded to 
Cuba, and that war exists there, If we 
disperse without giving relief to our' 
people from this situation, we can ilnd 
no excuse for abandoning them to this 
ireadful fate, except that we are ready 
!o abdicate our power In favor of the 
supposed power or wishes of the presi- 
dent. The president's powers are not 
Increased by our refusal 
to exercise 


powers that rightfully belong to con- 
gress alone, or Jointly to both depart- 
ments of the government. So far as I 
am concerned, this will not be done 
through any want of effort on my part. 


"For more than seven weeks thepresl- 


flent has known the will of congress, 
r>hlch expresses, constitutionally, the 
will of the people. If that declaration'^ 
not sufficient to give our people security 
s-KQ-lnst Sppriish barbarity in "violation 
of our treaties, or to Impress the presl-. 
dent with 1";? solemnity, we should not 
and cannot in Justice to ourselves', orriii 
to present the same facts an|4'convlc- 
"tlons to the president In a definite fornt- 
GJ action that he cannot refuse to con- 
alder.
